his sleep at Ills Fifth Avenue 
apartment 
Wednesday.

health had been failing since 
1957 when he suffered a stroke 
while In Rangoon on a round- 
the-world trip. Later he had an- 
other attack.

President Hubert H. 


Humphrey paid tribute in a 
statement 
calling Sulzberger 


"one of our nation's most re- 
spected journalists" and New 
York Gov. Nelson A. Rockefel- 
ler called him a "champion of 
truth and objectivity." 


A memorial service was set 


for Sunday at Temple Emanu-El 
near his home. The body will be 
cremated. 


Sulzberger took over as pub- 


lisher of the Times on the death 
of his father-in-law, Adolph S.
